Affairs in reference thereto. While saying that I discredited those rumours 
because well assured that so important ameasure would not be taken unless 
the Ministers of the Treaty Powers were consulted on the subject, or at 
least _at an early day apprised of such intention, I pointed out that un- 
certainty always proved injurious to trade, and that [ therefore felt it to 
be my duty to ask what purpose they had in view in making such appointe 
ments, s0 that I might have it in my power to remove uneasiness. | now 
enclose a copy of the reply of the Ministers.

A report which had arisen that the French Legation was en- 
deavouring to obtain a concession of the monopoly of the silk 
trade has been emphatically denied by the Cousul-general in 
“The report is entirely devoid of foun- 
dation. So far from any step having ever been made, either 
directly or indirectly, tending to obtain such a monopoly, the 
French Legation would consider this or any other particular 
concession in favour of auy nation whatsoever, as a radical 
infringement of the treaties.” 

The Japan Herald hopes thit the Yokohama community 
will at last be enabled to effect some sort of organisation for 
the government of their municipal affairs, A public meeting of 
the land-renters was held on the 7th March, in the court-room of 
the British Consulate, when Mr Kingdon, as chairman of the 
former meetings, aud convener of the present, was called to the 
chair, when a scheme put forward by Mr. Piquet was adopted 
with sundry amendments, till the definitive wording of it was as 
follows :— 





1, That the general municipal committee of Yokohama be composed 
for a term of one year of eleven English, five Americans, four French, 
two Dutch, two Prussians, one Portucuese, one Swiss total twenty-six j 
and that a majority of members form a quorum for business. 

2 That the council be authorised to form a code of rules and regula 
tions for the government of the settlement. 

8. That the council be empowered to appoint an executive committee 





of not less than three of their number to superintend the execution of the 
municipal ordinances. 

4. That municipal regulations shall be voted for by a majority of the 
general municipal committee. 

5. That the municipal council shall publish a quarterly account of the 
expenditure of the municipal funds. 

6. That Mr. Piquetand Mr. Schoyer be deputed to inform the Consuls 
of the proceedings at this meeting, and to request the Consuls to proceed 
to elect the members of the council trom their respective nationalities.

¥ The Mongol Princo Seng-kolin-sin is still fighting in Honan 
province, He recently reported a victory over long-haired 
rebels in that province, IIe is one of those princes who are 
nearly allied to the Imperial family. Whon a boy he fancied 
the monastic life, and spent two years habited as a Lama in a 
large monastery in Peking. The death of his father, who bore 
the title of Prince before him, recalled him to his family and 
to political life, and, on the outbreak of the rebellion in 
3852, he was sent into the field against the Taipings. He has 
continucd ever sinco at the head of an army, which is chiefly 
supported from the feudal complements of men and contribu- 
tions of silver of Mongol tribes. 

The Tuipings being now nearly exterminated, the Govern- 
ment is erecting temples to the macs of soldiers and generals 
Killed in battle in various cities and provinces, Upwards of 
thirty thousand Mantchus perished at Nanking. To die at the 
taking of a city, to throw one’s sclf into a well on the approach 
of the enemy, to continue at one’s post till cut down by a 
ruthless soldicry, are virtuous deeds which the Emperor rejoices 
to reward with an aucestral fave, an image, and sacrificial 
Offerings. 

The following despatch has been published in the China

PexinG, March 2, 1865.

Te came to my knowledge a few days ago, that, about the middle of last 
month, two foreigners, being British subjects, ha, according to the state- 
ment of the Lama in charge, forced their way into certain premises, into 
which he had refused them admittance, breaking or removing the padlock 
by which the door of the entrance was secured. The identity of the par- 





ties hasing been established by the Chinese who acted as their guide, and ; 
who corroborated the statement that there had been some collision between | 


them and the people of the temple in question, the Lama in charge was 
further interrowated ; and then affirmed, not only that the acts of violence 
above chared had been committed, but that he himself had been twice 
atuck on the back of the head with a whip. 

The parties had left Iecking on the morning of the day on which the 
above evidence was obtained, but I recalled them by summons to make 
answer to the charze of trespass with violence, and they yesterday uppeared 
before me.

‘TIEN-TSIN. 

From Tien-tsin we learn that several steamers had arrived in 
the Peiho, namely, the Fing-tsze-tei, Promise, Yeddo, Gerard, Sir 
Harry Parkes, Glengyle, Nanzing, and a few sailing vessels. 
Mongol hordes contiuue to ravage the country in the neighbour- 
hood of Jeboi. Trade is reported dull, the markets being even. 
more depressed than usual. 

SHANGHAL 

The following is from the Recorder :— ~ 

The great study of the Chinese sages and rulers, from time- 
immemorial, has been how their country might be tranquillised. 
This is the great end of their most highly-revered clas-ics ; and 
for this consummation their best minds have laboured for- 
more than two thousand years. It is not, then, to be won- 
dered at that their magistrates should give earnest heed to- 
carrying out those principles which were no small part of their 
earliest education, and the study of their more mature years— 
a failure in which must be considered by their men of reflec- 
tion as the failure of a lifetime, Taking this view of the case,. 
we may easily perceive why the magistracy of the empire is so 
particularly watchful over the incipient stages of popular dis- 
order; observing, as they necessarily do, the germs which, 
when developed, must lead to the destruction of the visionary 
fabric of political perfection which they have reared for them- 
selves. We have been led to these remarks from the perusal 
of a communication recently addressed by the Shanghai District 
Magistrate Wang to the foreign Consuls of Shanghai, represent 
ing to them that there is an objectionable element in our 
settlement here, whicl: needs to be looked after lest it sap 
the foundations of time-honoured propriety, and introdace 
anarchical confusion, if not into society in general—which 
may, perhaps, be considered as too elevated tc be affected 
by its pernicious influence, yet into the ranks of comtuon life,. 
and, rendering unsafe the tenure of magisterial authority, bring 
about a repetition of scenes which many of us have unfor= 
tunately witnessed even at Shanghai, without proceeding to 
Suchan or to Nanking, The element to which we allude has. 
among us been denominated “the rowdy elemeut.” It consists. 
partly of persons unwilling to submit either to moral or political 
restraint ; end it has received many accessions undoubtedly 
from persons who unfortunately have been drawn hither under 
the erroncous impression that temporal prosperity must in- 
evitably attend them. Persous of this class are certainly de- 
serving commiseration from every one in whose bosom compas= 
sion dwells; while they should be as beacons to detor others 
from entering a land where their prospect of obtaining even @ 
livelihood is of the most precarious character. But the class 
of foreigners to which the district magistrate calls attention is, 
a class both of black men and white, who become the leaders of 
the bolder among the ninth class of Chinese,,furnishing to them 
physical power and courage, in which they are lacking. The 
reason stated by the district magistrate for callingon the Consular 
authorities to assist him im suppressing this class, is that 
during the last four months no less than nine robberies have 
in the ty of Shanghai, in which foreigners and 


Chinese have been concerned, He specifies to the effect that — 

I. On the Sth day of the 10th moon (3rd Nov., 1864), foreigners and 
Chinese in concert committed a robbery at the house of a Chinese named. 
Cheu-shui, living outside the great East gate. His wife was wounded by 
them, and one of the "3 Was attested and sent to the French Con- 











' sulate. 


2. On the 8th of November, three foreigners and several Ningpo men. 
committed a robbery in the grocery of Chau-meu-yune, near the joss 
house. On this oncasion clothes and money were stolen. 

3. On the 20th of December, six foreigners, with several Chinese, broke 
the doors of Shun-tsing-ching's money changing shop, and stole clothing, 
dollars, and silver, This party was armed, 

4. On the 2U:h December, five or six foreigners, with Chinese, stole 
gold and silver ornaments from Shun-mun-kyang's, at Pootung, near the 
old ferry. 

5, Jannary Qlst, 1865, at night, several black and white foreigners led. 
Chinese who commitred a robbery, stole cash, dollars, and clothing from 
Chang-hob-kee’s distillers, north of Hongque. 

6. February 11th, at Pootung. four foreigners and some forty Chinese- 
stole silver, doliars, and clothing from Hoo-hyi-fu. 

7. February 12th, three foreigners and two Chinese robbed a small: 
mandarin’s beat, on the way to Sungkvang. 

8. February 19th, at night, outside little East gate, some Cantonese in. 
foreign clothing, with foreigners, committed a robbery. 

9. February 24th, two foreigners and two Niagpo men, in a small boat, 
robbed an vil-buat. 

‘A formidable list, our readers will say, and no marvel thas. 
the district magistrate should write to the foreign Cousula, 
stating—“ That Suaughai, beimz an open commercial port near 
the sca, becomes a gathering-p.ace for people of all sorts, eol~ 
lected from tho four cardinal points, and good aud, bad 
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axe intermingled, Chinese and foreign vagabonds oon- 
sorting together, sre constantly committing thefts and 
robberies; and inasmuch as foreign vagabonds neither 
esteem nor fear the Chinese magistrates; and Chinese vaga- 
bonds, relying on the example and daring of foreigners, are 
bold to disobey the laws; therefore the district magistrate 
now selects nine cases in which foreigners and Chinese were 
together concerned in thefts avd robberies. Seeing how de- 
trimental this state of things must be to the well-being of the 
Settlement, the Consuls are requested to take some measures 
for convincing these people of their errors, and by making a 
few examples induce a general reformation.” 

The Consuls of the treaty Powers will, we feel assured, per- 
form their part; aud our object in presenting the matter to our 
readers is mainly for the purpose of calling their attention to 
the manner in which the Chinese reason ; and to show, that 
notwithstanding the native magistrates when they go abroad 
have a numerous retinue and much that is meretricious, yet, 
when at their yamuns, they have such an amount of prac- 
tical business to perform as might well terrify anyman who 
loves a life of ease or dissipation. 

‘We have heard that recently it became the duty of one of our 
resident Consuls to represent to the Tautai that the unbecom- 
ing occupants of some houses in certain neighbourhoods bad 


mado it necessary to require either that they should keep | 


within duors, 80 as not to be offensive to respectable people 
who were under the necessity of passing by their dwellings, or 
to remove from the vicinity. The Tautai, in reply said :— 

“The Tautai finds that the hearts of people are very easily led 
astray by the seductive influences of lewd women from n distance 
and by the fascinations of native women of lovse character ; the 
unwise are thus led away by the current, and, drowned in forget- 
falness, return not to their homes. The lighter evil proceeding 
from this is, that their means are squandered in dissipation ; 
the heavier is, that they abandon their families and throw away 
their lives, At their habitations vagabonds collect together, 
and they draw a revenue from the gambler’s winnings. Mur. 
ders and robberies proceed not unfrequently from these sources ; 
and if we do not suppress them, how can we expect peace 
and security? In addition to issuing a proclamation, the 
Tautai will call upon the district magistrate and the Defence 
Committee to consult together, and act in suppressing them.” 

The Friend of China publishes the following items :—Col. 
Kirkham was engaged receutly by the Footai, we hear, at a 
salary of six hundred taels per month, to take the adjutant- 
generalship of some eight thousand Chinese soldiers, under the 
military command of Kwo Sun-ling, the worthy with whom 
Rohde acted in a command altogether distinct from Gordon's, 
One of the conditions attendant on the gallant Kirkham’s en- 
gagement, however, ran that he should obtain the couseut of 
the British Consul, not only to his own re-culistmeut in the 
Imperial service, but to that, also, of a few other foreigners ; and 
as that consent the Consul would not give, Colonel Kirkham’s 
services cannot be availed of unless he charters the Gurlund, 
shortly expected, and so transports himself and his friends to 
the scene where bullets are said to be as plentiful as leaves in 
summer. Meantime the {troops await transport, and it affords 
us some satisfaction to learn that the following British vessels 
have been engaged at four dollars per head to carry the 1aen 
away ; the great fear while the rabble (and we do not expect 
they are much better) are so near to our fureign quarter being 
that they migh’ be induced, in the absence of those proper 
rations which the official paper tells us the Imperialists do not 
give, to make a dash at mercantile treasuries some fine night, 
and give those residents who are not asleep an untold amount 
of trouble and anxiety. ‘Ten days are allowed to load and 
discharge the vessels mentioned, viz, the Shooey-leen, Dumbar- 
ton Annetie, Viola, Chanticleer and the ship Polmaise, 

Among our lst of shipping arrivals will be noticed the name 
of the Gingat Simaro, Japanese steamer, from Nagasaki, This 
is the vessel erstwhile kuown us the British clipper Lancefield, 
and at one time reported destroyed in the Straits of 
Simonski, How she came here is a story in itself, and this 
ia the way it has been told to us, She was out of sight of the 
Japanese coast, and did not know which way to reach it— 

whither bound, full of men, we are not advised. ‘The Ame- 
viean steumer Monitor caught sight of her in this predica 
ment, and, under the kind care of the master of that vessel, she

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

During the past weck the weather has been fine, and the tem= 
perature has risen considerably, giving indications of the speedy 
approach of summer. There has been no lack of amusement 
in the foreign settlements at Shanzhai since our last issue, in 
consequeuce of the appearance upon the Lyceum boards of the 
Volunteer Amateurs and Lewis’ Dramatic Company. The 
former opened the season on the 2lst inst., on which 
occasion the pieces “Time Tries All,” and “To Paris and 
Back for £5,” were put on the stage. It is needless for us to des~ 
caut here upon the merits and talents of thecompany ; suffice it 
to say that their efforts were rewarded by the unbounded 
satisfaction expressed by the audience, On the 23rd inst, our 
old friends the Australian Dramatic Company made their first 
appearance this season. The performance commenced with 
the three-act comedy “The Serious Family,” which was fol- 
lowed by Planche’s extravaganza, “The Invisible Prince.” 
Both pieces were well rendered, and the company acted 
throughout without with their usual skill and self. possession. 

From Ningpo we learn that the rebellion in Fub-kien has 
caused a considerable decrease in the number of rowdics at and 
about that port. They have no doubt gone southward to swell 
the ranks of the Tsze-wang. The Chinese are appreheusive of 
the rebels proceeding northward, and place very little reliance 
on the forces of the mandarins.

They seem to know the times and seasons when they may best 
execute their projects in regard to any given locality. They do 
not undertake a northern invasion in winter, nor care for an 
advance into southern territory in summer. The instruction 
received by the Kan-wang from his teachers in foreign affairs has 
been disseminated freely among tho rebel leaders, and they 
now are well aware of the value of seaports. Should they 
succeed in acquiring a port in the south of Fohkien, and one in 
the north of Kwangtung, they will then be in a position, not 
only to dispute “the Empire of the sea” with the present 
Government of China, but to destroy the native coasting trade 
in junks, which now extends from the Straits of Malacca on 
the south to the Russian possessions on the north. The 
people of Fobkien have always manifested more inclination 
towards a seafaring life than those of any other province. 
They have more of that bardihood necessary to successful 
navigation according to their crude method than other Chinese, 
and they will readily be acknowledged to be the least 
scrupulous as to how acquisitions are made, Can it be, 
therefore, that the eyes of the rebel chiefs are not already 
on the beautiful Island of Formosa? If not, why seek for 
a seaport jn such close proximity to Taiwan? Well do 
they know the value of the commerce of that island; and the 
possession of seaports in Fobkien will give them, ere long, the 
control of that commerce. Crude material for the manufacture 
of ammunition will no longer be scantily supplied, and then, 
perbays, will the present Government of China find the rebels 
accomplishing what the French writers feared the Euglish con- 
templated many years ago, that is, obtaining possession of 
Formosa, and thereby getting the control of the coasting trade 
of China, which would undoubtedly be at the mercy 
of any powerful organisation having their head-quarters 
in that locality. At no very remote period regarded by 
the Chinese Government as nothing more thun a waste 
domain of the Empire, it acquired importance so soon as the 
Dutch settled upon it, and its present supplies of coal, salt, 
sulphur, rice, fruits and vegetables of all kinds, with its sugar 
and tea, would at once make a prize too great to be overlooked. 
Situated from the province of Fohkien at only a day's sail for 
a junk, the rebels would then become 80 powerful as to defy 
the Chinese Government, and therefore we would advise those 
concerned to look well at once to its defences, and thus pre- 
vent an acquisition being made where their maritime strength 
might prove inadequate to dispossess them, 

HONG KONG. 

The following items are from the China Mail of March 30: 
—The past week has been remarkable for unusual changes in 
temperature, the thermometer during two days showing a 
difference of over twenty degrees—fiom 76 to 55, aud even 
54. Some rain has likewise fallen, with a passing thunder- 
storm the other day of about half an-hour’s duration. The oc- 
eurrences of the week are neither numerous nor very important ; 
they chiefly concern: the doings of the horde of pirates and 
burglars which infest the colony and adjacent waters. 
Both departments of their uefarious trade are being carried on 
with increased vigour and defiant bearing ; and an instance of 
each is recorded in our daily issue vying in all these qualities 
with their previous efforts. A case of piracy is reported just 
outside the Ly-ce-moon, in which a whole junk’s crew, num- 
bering some eighty men, wercJmurdered by the crews of two 
piratical craft. Strange to say, the crime was discovered only 
by mere chauce, from the information of a little boy whom the 
ruffians had saved from the general massacre, and who was ac- 
compauying them from Macao to this in the Feiseen, Some 
seven or cight of the scoundrels have been apprehended.” 

“On Mouday last, at_three o'clock in the afternoon, in broad 


daylight, Dr. Kane, one of our most respected residents, waS 
attacked, robbed, and left for dead. The injuries he has received 
are very serious, but we believe not dangerous. The property 
of which he was robbed was his watch and chain ; and we now 
learn that Assistant Superintendent Jarman, on entering a 
Taipingshan lodging-house injsearch of the property in question, 
was acccidentally pushed from an elevated doorway, and falling 
into the street received some injurics on the side and shoulder. 
Add to all this, the fact that a policeman was stabbed the other 
day while attempting to secure three ruflians, and the state of 
the colony may in some measure be guessed at.” 

“ At the meeting of the Victoria Library and Reading Room, 
the impossibility of its continuing to exist under its present 
constitution was fully demonstrated by the accounts of the 
year, A committee was appointed to consider and report on 
the best means of carrying on the institution.” 

“The Hong Kong Debating Society has been opened with an 
address from the President, H. E. the Acting Governor, on the 
pithy text of ‘ What to say, and howto say it.’ The telegrams 
received via the Persian Gulf were only twenty-one days from 
London, and conveyed very important news from America, 
One of them ran as follows :—‘ Wilmington taken—Charleston 
taken—Beauregard dead—Panic in Liverpool—Cotton down to 
one shilling.’” 

“A shooting match between half-a-dozen of the H.K.V.R, 
Artillery and a like number of the rifles came off on Tuesday, 
when the latter made their account straight with the former 
by proving the victors, as the Artillery did on the last occasion 
of the kind.” . 

“ Among the passengers homewards by this mail steamer is 
the Hon, Mr. Smale, H.M.’s Attorney-General for Hong Kong. 
He has discharged the duties of his office during the last four 
years with great energy and ability, and now goes home on 
leave of absence. Judge Ball (of the Summary Jurisdiction 
Court) will act in his absence.” 

At a meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Com- 
pany,{the reports which had spread, accusing the committee 
of holding shares to realise at a premiam, were satisfactorily 
disposed of. The following is the report of the directors :- 

GenTLEMEN,—In accordance with their notice dated 14th instant, the 
directors have now to report to you on the state of the company’s affairs at 
the present time. , 

Caritat.—The 20,000 shares of $250 each constituting the subscribed 
capital of the company, were finally allotted by the provisional committee 
in December last, with the exception of 2,000 shares sent to Bombay in 
compliance with very large applications from that quarter; the shares are 
aimest entirely held by rendents in China and Japan, and. the list, of 
shareholders therefore comprises a very large constituency in the trading 
interests of these countries. 

‘The first call of $25 per share was due on the Ist of January, and 
promptly paid, The second call of $100 falls due on the Sist current, 
‘and it is not anticipated that any further calls will be necessary for at 
least two years, 

Bvsingss.—The directors have secured the services of efficient officers 
for carrying on the work of the company. 

In the three weeks which have elapsed since the Hong Kong office was 
opened for the transaction of banking business a large number of current 
accounts have been intrusted to the bank, representing more considerable 
balances than the directors anticipated in such an early stage of 
operations. 

‘The head office in Hong Kong is the only one as yet opened, but the 
Shanghai branch will be prepared to transact business in a few id 
agencies at the other ports in China, as also in Japan and India, are in 
course of arrangement. 

The directors have been fortunate in obtaining the assistance of two 
gentiemen of the best mercantile standing in London in negotiating the 
interests of the bank in that quarter, and the directors expect to hear by 
next mail that the agency of the Bank has been undertaken by one of 
the first banking establishments in London. 

Bank notes will be issued as soon as they are received from England, 
the orders having veen sent for them four months ago ; considering the in- 
terest of every proprietor in the circulation of these notes a considerable 
issue may be reasonably anticipated. 

INconPORATION.—-The Provisional Committee took the earliest oppor- 
tunity of applying to his Excellency the Governor for a charter on bebalf 
of the bank. The application was most favourably received, and in 
December last his Excellency addressed the Home Government for in- 
structions with a view to framing a special ordinance incorporating the 
bank. The directors therefore anticipate no unnecessary delay in this 
measure being carried out, Prancis CHOMLEY, Chairman, 

















SIAM. 

The Siamese had, just before the departure of the mail, been 
celebrating one of their new years—of which they have two, 
a lunar and a solar, The lunar new year comes first, and 
commences on the 27th March. The solar new year commences 
on the 12th of April. Both arealike observed. The gambling 





laws being suspended for tho time, the first thing done by the 
Siamese is generally to get together, bet, and try their skill 
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in games of chance. Feasting and making presents constitute a 
part of their pastimes, but there is much more of the former 
than of the latter. Ou the day of worship there is a more 
than usual turn-out, and the priests come in forashare of the 
good things. The New Year's dinner at the Royal Palace 
consisted of one consul, one assistant to a consul, one student 
interpreter, the harbour master and inspector of customs. The 
consular gentlemen had a table by themselves, 

Mr. Ruthven, the second mate of the schooner Fah-Kee, who 
was left on shore down the west coast by the captain, in the 
month of November last, bas arrived in Bangkok, by a juok 
from Lekon, a place this side of Singora. Mr. Ruthven states: 
—The same day that my companions leftme, I found a native 
village. I returned, accompanied by some natives, to the place 
where I had left the boat, but I found she had gone. There 
was a piece of paper nailed to aftree, informing me that the 
boat had put to sea to endeavour to procure food. The food 
and fruit which I had brought with me from the village I lived 
on for three days, when, despairing of the boat’s return, I went 
back to the village. I subsequently fell ill of fever and ague; 
and after a period of forty-five days I began to recover. The 
natives were very kind to me, and eventually got me a passage 
on ajunk bound to Bangkok.. There was $8,000 in specie on 
board the Fah-Kee; it was between the cabin and the laza- 
rette, and unless the vessel worked very much, could not fall 
out.” 

Advices from Bangplasoi inform us (states the Siam Times) 
that a European of rank, who at one time held an official posi- 
tion at Bangkok, has been there on an excursion, He was ac- 
compauied by native women and several boatmen. The native 
Officials at Bangplasoi furnished him with food and paid him 
every attention. He rewarded their hospitality and courtesy 
by going forth on raiding expeditions accompanied by his 
women and boatmex. They shot the fowls of the villagers, 
took their rice, fish and vegetables, and set fire to two houses, 
The Pangplasoi authorities, getting weary of this sort of thing, 
sent the man and his followers to Bangkok. We trust his 
Consul will make an example of this person. If this be not 
done and we publish the name, nation and condition of this 
violater of the laws of courtesy and of the land, so that the 
natives need not think that such disgraceful proceedings are 
Sanctioned by the foreign community here, it will be only 
doing our duty. This man has been here too long. He is 
educated and cannot plead ignorance in extenuation of his out- 
rages, 

In consequence of the Government demand for bricks to build 
Pagodas, the price has nearly doubled within a month or so 
past. Building material of every kind is very dear, and 
Jabour expensive, 

‘We recontly made a tour up"the Menam Chow’ Phya (ob- 
serves the Siam Times), into the principal grain-bearing districts 
of the kingdom, It was a delightful change and an interesting 
excursiou, but the cheerful countenances, and many happy 
gatherings around the village threshing floors, which we have 
‘been accustomed to see in the months of February and March, 
were wanting. Rice fields in low places yielded bountifully, 
and some rather high fields in particular localities gave half 
acrop orso. The grain in all places visited was full and very 
handsome, but taking the average, the crop was only about a 
quarter one. It was very gratifying to see the rice-farmers in 
all the villages carefully laying away seed-rice for the coming 
season. On inquiry it was generally stated that rice crops rarely 
ever failed more than one season at a time; our own observation 
during a residence of over twentyyears goes to confirmthis state- 
ment. The want of rain is not only felt in the rice crop but also 
in the supply of fish. There are few countries where fish is so 
abundant as in Siam. They multiply and, as the extensive 
valleys bordering on the river overflow, scatter themselves 
abroad, feast and fatten among the rice fields, When there is 
an excess of rain, or the people do not plant their rice in season 
for it to grow the proper height before the floods, it is some- 
times submerged and the fish eat it up. Some years great 
complaints are made on account of loss sustained by the ravages 
of the fish. But this loss is more or less made up by the 
abundance of large fat fish, which the people catch in great 
quantities at the close of the rains. So few of the rice fields 
Were overflown the past season, that river fish is very scarce 
end high. In fact, the scarcity of fish was as much or more 
complained of than rice. 

The following is of some interest, looking at the recent ex- 
traordinary advance in the price of camphor :— 


There seems every reason to believe that camphor may, at 
no very distant period, form one of the staple products of Siam. 
It seems pretty clear that the west coast is admirably adapted 
for the cultivation of the plant affording it. The following from. 
the pen of Mr. E. O’Reiley, of British Burmah, is worthy of note 
at the present time :—“The most common weed which aprings 
up after the fires of the new clearings in the jungle, is that 
which produces the camphor. Of its abundance it is scarcely 
necessary to remark that it is, noxt to grass, in excess of all 
other spontaneous vegetable life, and with proper appliances in 
the manufacture of the salt (its property) might be rendered. 
useful as an article of commerce.” ‘

The rice fields are looking beautiful. The reaping has 
commenced everywhere, but through heavy rains millions of 
walangs (a kind of grasshopper) and other insects have done 
considerable damage to the reaping crops, 

RESIDENCE BANKA. 

February, 1865.—Everywhere they are busy with the rice 
crop, which will be very favourable at every place in the 
districts of Dgeboes and Soengoeshan. At Dgeboes the 
paddy fields had suffered not ouly from the heat but also 
from the destructive insects, while at Soengoeshan the pro- 
duct from a great number of fields was totally lost on account 
of the dry weather. The people are busy in repairing tho 
water works of several mines which were damaged by the 
flood in January. 

BILLITON, 

On account of the dryness, accompanied with northern winds, 
the rice culture has suffered so much that the crop will not 
be sufficient for consumption. During the dry weather they 
are taking the opportunity of repairing the damages caused by 
the flood. There are now 70 mines in working order. There 
was exported 733 piculs and 56 ctys tin from the Biliton 
Society. By the great demand for rice in the market, the 
prices have risen to f.13 per picul, and imports are soon 
expected. 

PALEMBANG. 

Notwithstanding the continuous rain in the lower and upper 
regency, the rice plant looks very favourable. The trade of the 
chief place is stationary. ‘I'he trade in cotton (kapas) is much 
pressed, as the holders of this article demand high prices for it. 
The trial of the cultivation of the oil palm tree near Mocara 
Enem has favourable prospects ; several trees have already 
dropped their fruits. 

F tanrons. 

During the commencement of February, the weather was very 
dry, in the regencies of Sepocti and Boemi Agong; so much 
80, that it was feared that the crops would fail; however, in 
the latter part of this month the rain commenced to fall, 
which made a favourable aud great change. The rice plant 
now promises everywhere a good crop. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

Our dates”hence are to the 8th April. The London mail of 
the 27th February arrived out on the 3rd April. 
QJ We have had fine, but very sultry weather lately (reports the 
Overland Free Press), with some few occasional heavy showers. 
The cholera has in great measure subsided, although it may and 
does linger about the lower part of the town, where the drains 
&c., are allowed to pollute the atmosphere, If there had not 
formerly existed such a mania for cutting down, and burning, 
and destroying all the lofty trees from the hills, as if 
people desired to convert the neighbourhood of the town 
into one vast bleaching ground, the placo might have re~ 
tained its reputation of being favoured by having at 
least one genial shower of rain within every twenty-four 
hours, as in early days of the colony. That fact may be 
found recorded to the credit of the place in General Geogra- 
phies of years ago. Lofty trees on hilly ground are well-known 
to attract rain, and retain moisture; in fact, acting as re~ 
frigerators to the land. Lofty trees contribute to health in the 
tropics, although brush-wood and jungle generally do not. 
Every effort should be made to cultivate and encourage trees 





of lofty growth on hilly ground, to prevent it from becoming 
arid, desert, and reflective of heat merely. In founding all 
colonies within the tropics, particular regulations or enact- 
ment, should be made and enforced to secure large and lofty 
trees throughout the settlements from spoliation or destruction. 
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“When once these refrigerative friends to colonists have been 
removed, a whole century would not fully repair the evil, 
although every effort might be made to that effeot. 

The transport Shakespeare arrived on the 29th March from 
China with the right wing of the 2nd Beloochees on board, en 
route to Bombay. Some of the men were accompanied by 
their wives and families, and these, ss well as a few of the un- 
married men, had young Chinese girls with them, The latter 
fact led to an amusing incident. It appears a story was 
spread among the Chinese that the Local Government intended 

to deprive the Beloochees of the children and dispose of them 
at the Court House by public auction to the highest bidder. 
Consequently, on Monday a great number of Chinese visited 
the ebove building, with a view to make a few purchases. 
They were much disappointed on learning that the rumour 
wns false. The Chinese girls, having been some time with 
them, had quite learnt to love the Beloochees. The greatest 
Yeproach to them is to call them Chinese. 

We observe by the proceedings of tho municipal commis- 
sioners, at their meeting on the 3rd inst. that the commis- 
sioner of police objecis to a reduction of the force, on the 
grounds that the town is extensive, and the ordinary duties 
his men have to perform occupy them twelve hours out of 
the twenty-four. The Governor accepts the report as satis: 
factory, and so the matters rests for the present. Mr. Dun- 
man, with his report, puts in a memorandum showing an in- 
crease to ¢he population of 14,183 Chinese during the past 
year. ‘ 

Au Englishman named’ West was committed for trial by the 
sitting magistrate, on the 5th April,on a charge of having 
fraudulent possession of a gold watch and chain worth 50 dols., 
which were stolen from the Neptune Tavern in July last. On 
the same day a man named Campbell was sent to the House of 
Correction for six months for fraudulent possession of a silver 
watch valucd at 15 dollars, which was stolen from the steward 
of H.M.S. Perseus, about two months ago. There are at present, 
a number of Europeans at Singapore of disreputable character, 
and it is supposed that some of the robberies lately perpetrated 
have been the result of their handy work. 

PENANG, 

An important decision has been given by the Recorder, Sir 
Benson Maxwell, in reference to the law of property under a 
Mahomedan marriage, The Gazette observes, “ It is, in reality, 
an act of judicial legislation, and when carried out in its just 
and logical vonsequenecs, must plice the institution of tho 
family among the Mahomedans, Chinese, Hindus, and other 
Asiatic societies which, with the exception of the small sect of 
Christians, make up our population, upon a stronger and better 
defined legal basis than it has hitherto occapied.” ‘The petition 
in the case alieged that the plaintiff, being seised and possessed 
of real and personal property, married the defendant some 
years ago. The latter was without property; his occupa- 
tion in lifo was that of a police peon. He left the police 
shortly after his marriage, and until about a year ago he 
lived with his wife, aud upon her property. A year ago 
he got possession of her title deeds, gold ornaments, 
and mouey, divorced her, and turned her out of his house. 
In answer, the defendant alleged that the ornaments had been 
purchased by him, that the movey which he had taken was 
his own, and had never been his wife’s, and he denied the 
divorce and expulsion, The object of the suit was to recover 
the property taken, and for this purpose that the defeudant 
might be declared a trutees for the plaintiff. 

The Recorder said that he had no doubt upon the facts of 
the case ; and, after examining the conflicting statements of 
the parties, he held that those of the plaintiff were substan- 
tially true, aud those of the defendent unworthy of credit ; 
except as to the subject of divorce, as to which, he said, it was 
unnecessary to express any opinion, He proceeded, then, to 
observe that the legal question which was raised by the petition 
‘was onc to which he had often given ccnsideration before this suit. 
Aceordirg to the Muhometan ‘law and Mabomctan usage, 
marriage wasa contract dissoluble at the will and pleasure of 
the husband, and dissoluble by himself. He had but to pro- 
nounce the word and the marriage was at an end, On the 
other hand, the Mahometan law threw its protection over the 
wife, leaving her in full pessession of all Ler property, rights 
and ability to contract. To call such precarious unions by the 
same name as our own marriages was, perhaps, to give one 
name to two different things (see Lord Brongham’s judgment 














sey 
that the Mahometan marriage was a good marriage in the 
eye of our law seemed incontestable; at all events it 
could not be contested here, without bastardising the mass of 
the population, And the validity of the divorce was equally in- 
contestable, A resumption of co-habitation without re-mar 
riage would be against the Mahometan law and religion, and it 
could not be enforced by our courts. The question which 
then arose was whethor the marital rights of a husband over 
his wife’s property were the same in Mahometan marriages as 
in the indissoluble, or virtually indissoluble marriages of 
Christians. If they were, a Malay, under the combined 
operation of his own religious law, and of the law of the 
settlement, was able to strip a woman of all her personal pro- 
perty, and after the birth of a child to keep ber real estate, 
also, for his life, and at the same time to turn her out into. 
the street penniless, absolving himself by the same step from 
liability for her ante-nuptial debts. If such consequences were 
tho logical result of such a state of law, there were assuredly 
grounds for pausing before holding that the law was so. It 
seemed to him that it might be tht the Mahometan marriage 
was a good marriage as regarded its essential character, sanc~ 
tioning and legalising the union of the man and woman, and 
legitimising their offspring, and yet notbe that species of marriage 
to which the legal incidents as to property, rights and disabilities 
attached. Or it might be that if the husband was at liberty to 
dissolve his marriage, he became impliedly bound, on excreising 
that power, to restore his wife, as regarded her property and 
rights, to the position or condition in which she was before 
the marriage, or (what would be the same thing) to place her 
in the position in which she would be under the Mahometan 
law, upon the divorce. It was not, however, neces-ary in 
the present case, to determine whether any of these viwes 
were well founded ; for if the property aud rights of the 
Mahometan wife vested in her hu-bandin the samme manner 
as those of a Christian wife, at law, there would yet be good 
ground for holding that the man in whom such property and 
rights became vested by virtue of a contract which he was 
at liberty to rescind at his pleasure, impliedly undertook 
to hold them as a trustee for the benefit of his 
wife, in equity,’in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the Mahometan law gave them, or left therm to her, 
on her entering into the Mahometan contract of marriage. 
Implied contracts and implied trusts were not strange either 
at law or in equity. In equity, if one bought and paid for 
an estate in the name of a stranger, or conveyed to him withs 
out consideration, the latter held it as a trustee for him, or 
as the expression was, there was a resulting trust in his favour. 
When freehold Iand was purchased by partners for partner= 
ship purposes, though at law they might be joint tenants of 
it, equity impressed the property with the , character 
of personalty, When a husband died without having 
obtained administration to his wife, her administrator was in 
equity a trustee for his personal representative. In these 
and a multitude of other cases, implied trusts were raised to 
obviate injustice and meet the presumed wishes of the parties 
or what would have manifestly been their wishes if the ques- 
tion had occurred to them. The Recorder thought that the 
same principle might be applied to cases like the present. In 
any view of the case, however, whether the wife’s property 
remained her own at law, unaffected by the common law rules 
which gave the husband certain rights over it in Christian 
marriages, which was perhaps the true view, or whether the 
husband was under an implied contract or an implied trust, it. 
seemed to him (the Recorder) that the plaintiff was entitled to 
the relief prayed in her petition, He would therefore order 
the defendant to deliver up the ornaments and moncy to his 
wife, in the same manner as he (the Recorder) would have 
ordered him to do so if they had been settled to her separate 
use, and for her own personal enjoyment, and he should re- 
strain him by injunction from receiving the rents and profits 
or otherwise intermeddling with the real estate of the plaintiff 

Two Chinese Nukodahs had been brought up before the 
magistrate, charged by Inspector Gasper, under the Act 41 
of 1850, with having brought and landed in the settlement 
two diseased paupers, The charge was proved against them, 
and they were each fined $100, the full extent authorised by 
the Act, 

We learn from Perak that the Rajah, the Jang-de-per-Tuan, 
died of cholera a few days ago. It appears that this disease is 
still. raging in the native states. In the noith of Province 


in Warrender v, Warrender 2 Cl, and F. 443), But still, | Wellesley, where there was a few weeks ago a good deal of 
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this disease, we believe it is abating, In Kedah it is still bad, 
and many of the natives with their whole families are coming 
across to the British territory in the hope of escaping it, A 
good deal of the sickness in the North and in Kedah is said to 
have been caused by the bad quality of the drinking water. 

Some time ago we had the satisfaction (says the Gazette) of 
recording the success of the efforts of Colonel Man aud his able 
and zealous assistant Mr. Plunket, to deprive the Mahomedan 
clubs (Jumzh) of much of the mischievous power aud prestige 
which they had previously possessed. The local government sot 
itself earnestly against those associations, detached from them 
many of the wealthy and influential Mahomedans in town, in- 
duced the Pangulus and other leading Malaysto proccure the sup- 
pression of severalof the branches in the country, and brought the 
Parent sncieties into disrepute, But they still oxist, and we regret, 
tosay that the old system of forcible proselytiam which used to 
prevail in Penang has been revived in the province, and that 
these societies are overy night becoming bolder and more do- 
mineering there, Of the despotic sway which the heads 
exercise over the members, some evidence was given during 
the last criminal session, A Kling cartman had neglected 
to attend the funeral of a member of his club, He 
was summoned before the head and the elders and fined 
five dolls, which he refused to pay, and on this they 
excommunicated him. The effect of this was, that as far as 
the influence of the club extended, he was debarred from going 
to the mosque, and no one would associateor deal with him,

CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Canton.—During the early part of the fortnight one chop, a 
third crop O.pack, was settled at 23.8 tacls, and later a reaction set in, 
and 16 chops were settled during the next three dave; they may alk be 
classed common to fair Oonams, and many possess both strength and

Bartisr Missionary Soctery.—Several of the religious societies of 
London have been holding their usual May meetinzs, but none have been 
better attended than that of the Baptist Missionary Society, presided over 
by Sir Morton Peto, M.P. After reading the financial report, and express~ 











ing, amongst others, the case of a Chinese convert, a priest of the creed of 
Confucius, who had expressed his astonishment on learning that the Eng- 
lish people had enjoyed the knowledge of Christianity for 1,400 years, 
and had not communicated it to the people of China. He proceeded to 
dwell upon the solemn object of the present meeting, and alluded in terms 
of strong censure to the proceedings of a former mecting, the repetition 
of which would, he said, drive the laity away from them. He said that 
the labours of the Baptists in relation to this society had not at all been 
commensurate with their power and resources. He contrasted what was 
done in the little principality of Wales, where a quarter of a million of 
money was expended in chapels alone. 
spent in India; but, when they remembered how the progress of civilisa- 
ton had opened up that country to them within the last ten years, they 
would see that they had done little indeed. Again, there had been a great 
awakening in Norway and Sweden, and the truth of the Gospel had pene- 
trated into Russia. ‘In that country some of their brethren were eufferin, 
persecution. Lord Russell had been induced to interfere on their behalf, 
and he was going with others, as a deputation, to appeal to the Czar. He 
then referred to a recent meeting of the Anthropological Society, and 
uoted some remarks of Captain Burton to the effect that the labours of 
the missionaries were disastrous in Africa, only promoting the misery and 
degradation of the natives, whose only real hope was in Mahometanism. 
Captain Burton was consul for England, and he seemed, by his words, to 
be a Mahometan ; but, as treasurer of that society, he (the ehairman) de~ 
clared that Captain Burton’s statement had no foundation in truth, and he 
challenged hira to a public discussion of the subject on that platform. 

‘WestEYan Missions To Cumwa.—On the 29th of April the annual 
meeting in connection with these missions took place at the London 
Tavern, the Lord Mayor presiding, In opening the proceedings his 
lordship, adverting to the allegation that those who most anxiously inter- 
ested themselves in foreign missions were apt to neglect their duty in 

Icoking at home,” observed that those whose names were most con- 
s picuously associated with missionary enterprise abroad were the foremost 
in their endeavours to diffuse its blessings in thiscountry. A report was 
read stating that the agents of the missions, including teachers, colporteurs, 
tract distributors, &c., carried on their operations, among other places, at 
Canton, Fatschan, Poonan, Hankow, and other parts of China. In some 
instances, it was stated, conversions had been effected, but in others the 
disciples of Confucius actually gambled in the places erected for Christian 
worship. ‘There was, the report said, a great necessity for fur:her pecu- 
niary support, ‘The proceedings terminated with a collection, 

In BE Sis J. A. Dovctasi—The bankrupt, Sir Joseph Abraham 
Douglas, Knight, who was described as of 2, Apsley-cottages, Downes- 
street, New Peckham, Commander R.N., ‘and @ prisoner for debt in 
Horsemonger-lane Gaol, applied to pass his examination and for an order 
of discharge. The debts are returned at £194, of which the unsecured 
creditors represent £73 only ; there are no available assets. The bank- 
Tupt stated that he was entitled as a retired staff-commander in the navy 
to an allowance of 5s. per day as half-pay ; also to an out-pension of £50 
per annum from Greenwich Hospital for wounds and public’ services, 
He also considered himrelf entitled to a very considerable sum from Her 
Majesty's Government by way of compensation for services rendered and 
losces suffered in the public service in China in the years 1839 and 1840, 
when he protected at his own expense British lives and property there, 
Mr. Aldridge appeared on behalf of the official assignee, Mr. Denny for 
the bankrupt, and Mr. Sargood for a creditor. Mr. Denny asked for an 
adjournment of three months, in order to enable the bankrupt to pay his 
creditors. He said his client was a very aged and infirm person, who bad 
seen a good deal of service. In answer to Mr. Sargood, the bankrupt 
said that he had already received £4,760 from the Government for ser- 
vices rendered, and he bad a further claim which was still pending. The 
last communication he received from Government was un‘avourable in 
its terms. With the assistance of friends he hoped to satisfy all claims 
upon him. ‘The Court granted the application for a three months’ ad- 
journment.— Adjourned accordingly.

In apite of the opposition of the trade, the Second Chamber 
of the States General voted yesterday the Bill confirming the 
International Trenty about the Sugar Duties. Only eight 
members of the fifty-two present voted against the Bill. To- 
morrow the law about the excise of the sugar will be brought 
into discussion. 

In a former letter I told you that I was of opinion the Bill 
for abolishing the stamp duty on newspapers on the Ist July 
would be deferred. My apprehension is confirmed. The 
Minister has communicated that the date is now fixed for the 
1st January, 1866, because the stamps necessary for the trade 
cannot be made in the short delay of cight weeks! (You see 
that tho Minister bas no great opinion of the Dutch litho-

graphers.) The general opinion now is, that before the 31st 
December some other motive will be found for a fresh delay, 
and so the Bill will be deferred ad kalendas Gracas, 

On the 18th the First Chamber will meet again to vote 
several Bills that have passed the Second Chamber. 

‘The Indian tariff, as it is proposed by Mr. Fransen van de 
Putte, our Minister for the Colonial Department, induced severe 
criticism from the daily press and the several periodicals, Only 
the Mieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant took the Bill under its pro- 
tection, and insisted that it should be brought on the table as 
soon as Parliament should mect, because it might be possible 
that we should lose the advantages of the commercial treaty with 
France if the discussion were delayed. The Arnhetnsche Courant 
says, on the contrary, that if we must buy these advantuges at 
such a price, we certainly pay too dear for them. This paper 
calls the Bill an anti-Liberal production of a Liberal Govern- 
ment, and a “ blunder” of the Minister. 

Mr, Fransen van de Putte has now answered all these cavils, 
To conceive the question correctly, he says, it is necessary to 
bear in mind that the Indian tariff has two aims in view— 
first, to tax the products which are manufactured here and sent 
out tothe Indies at a much lower quotation than the same 
articles when sent out from any other country, so that Dutch 
industry will be protected ; second, to tax some products which 
are exported from India to Holland much lower than when they 
are exported to any otber country. Cotton, woollen, and linen 
goods will be charged with an import duty of 10 per cent. when 
they are accompanicd by a Dutch certificate of crigin ; but when 
this is not the case, they will have to pay 20 per cent. Sail- 
cloth and rope may be imported from Holland free of duty, 
while it will have to pay 5 per cent. when imported from else- 
where. Iron manufactures in foreign countries will be charged 
with 20 per cent., and when it is manufactured here with only 
10 per cent. As to the exports—lIudigo will be charged with 
10 cents when it is destined for Holland, and with 15 cents 
when it is shipped for elsewhere ; with coffee the diffrence is 
6 per cent. aud 9 per cent., sugar, nil and 3 yer cent. ; tiv, 
£3.50 and f.5. Certainly this cannot be deemed Liberal legis- 
lation ; but, says the Mimster, “ the position of things furces me 
to forsake the principles of free trade.” His only intention was 
to take tho first step to give the first impuise for a Liberal 
tariff. But he could not at once abolish that pr-tection with 
which our industry had been favoured for many years, The 
protection for our navigation in India will be totally abolished, 
and foreign vessels will in future have the same rights as the 
Dutch. 

At the election at Arnhem Mr.J.P. P.van Zuylen van Nyeveldt 
was duly elected Member of Parliament with 916 votes. The 
Liberal candidate, Mr. Henny, received only G01 votes. 

An election must also take place in the district of Haarlem, 
for which Mr. J. J. van Mulken, being appointed general-major, 
was obliged to send his resignation.

HAMBURG, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT) 
May 7. 

Vice-Admiral Steen-Bille, of the Danish Royal Navy, for- 
merly Minister for the Marine at Copenhagen, who was sen’ 
last year on a special mission to China to exchange the rati- 
fications of the ‘Treaty of Commerce and Navigation concluded 
on the 13th of July, 1863, by the special Ambassador, Colonel 
Raasloff, between the King of Denmark and the Emperor of 
China, has just published in the Danish language a detailed 
and interesting account of his mission and experiences, under 
the simple title of “My Voyage to China in 1864.” Some 
twenty years ago the gallant Admiral, when only a captain 
and in command of the Galatea frigate, in which he circum- 
navigated the globe on a scientific expedition, published a 
highly interesting and valuable description of bis voyage, which 
was not ouly favourably received by the public, and is con- 
sidered a standard work in his own country, but was translated 
into German, and made a great sensation at the time in 
Germany. 

Orders have been given by the Austrian Naval Minister to 
the Central Board of Administration for the Navy to draw up 
and prepare, in conjunction with the Chamber of Commerce at 
Trieste, drafts of treaties between Austria and the Govern- 
ments of China, Siam, and Japan respectively, and to send 
them in to the Minister by the end of this month. The mer- 
cantile department of the Chamber of Comraerce and Industry 
at Trieste has responded with great alacrity to the invitation, 
and nominated two of its most clear-headed and experienced 
membors to take part in the dvliberations, In a short time 
I shall probably be enabled to give your readers further par- 
ticulars on this interesting subject.

* RECEPTION OF SIR F. BRUCE AT WASHINGTON. 


‘The reception of Sir Frederick Bruce by President Johnson augurs 
well for our future relations with the United States. It was a formal 
act, but it was accompanied with cordial expressions on both sides, which 
divested it of formality and justify us in regarding it asa fresh earnest of 
amity between the two Anglo-Saxon nations. ‘The occasion was singu- 
larly favourable to the exchange of those kindly feelings which, in spite 
of temporary misunderstandings. have never been extinguished. | For the 
first time since the great civil war broke out, we have been enabled, 
without any sacrifice of principle, to show an unqualified sympathy with 
the American people. The tragical end of President Lincoln, in the 
very hour of triumph, and when he had earned by his moderate counsels 
the respect of this country, has been the means of bringing us face to face 
under the influence of a common sentiment. It has gone far to break 
down the ice of reserve and suspicion which embittered every difference of 
opinion on subjects that had already divided America against herself, 
enabling us to appreciate the devotion of the Northerners to a cause which 
they believed to be high and holy, and the Northerrers to recognize the 
true nature of the motives which dictated our neutrality. If this only had 
been the effect of Mr. Lincoln’s murder, he would not have died in vain. 

It was in this spirit that Sir F. Bruce spoke in presenting his 
credentials, and it was in this spirit, as we hasten to acknowledge, 
that President Johnson replied to him. The first duty of the new 
Minister was, of course, to offer condolences on the death of the 
late President, with whom he was to have had his first interview on the 
previous Saturday. Sir Frederick assured Mr. Johnson with perfect 
truth that the event would call forth an unanimous burst of horror 
throughout Great Britain. He then proceeded to express Her Majesty's 
earnest desire to maintain friendly intercourse with the United States, 
and her ‘hearty good wishes for their peace, prosperity, and welfare.” 
He declared, on behalf of his Sovereign, whose letter to Mrs. Lincoln 
will touch the Americans more than any official declaration, that she had 

nothing more at heart than to remain on the most amicable terms 








with the Federal Government, and pledged himself to carry out 
this intention to the utmost of his ability. President Johnson 
not only accepted these assurances most graciously, but entered some- 
what fully into the principles which should govern the two nations im 
their dealings with each other. He pointed out that Great Britain and 
the United States are ‘‘exposed to frequent occasions of misunderstanding” 
by the very fact that their mercantile connections are so intimate, their 
territories in one direction conterminous, their language the same, and 
their laws similar. Hence the need of greater “ mutual forbearance.” If 
we look, says the President, to the numerous sources of discord engendered. 
by these circumstances, we might be tempted to despair of peace, or at 
least of permanent goodwill, between two such rivals. If, on the other 
hand, we look to their common heritage of freedom, to the “ principles of 
civil rights and constitutional liberty” established throughout their do 
minions, we might be led to expect an identity of policy, if not an inti« 
mate alliance. [Experience shows that neither attitude is inevitable, but if 
Great Britain and the United States must pursue respectively an indepen 
dent course, they may at least continue to be good frienis. Each is 
charged with the development of the progress and liberty of a considerable 
portion of the American race. Ewch, in its sphere, is subjected to diffi- 
culties and trials not participated in by the other. The interests of civili- 
sation and humanity require that the two should be friends. I have alway 
known, and accepted it as a fact honourable to both countries, that the 
Queen of England isa sincere and honest well-wisher to the United States, 
T have been equally frank and explicit in the opinion that the friendship 
of the United States towards Great Britain is enjoined Il the considera- 
tions of interest and sentiment affecting the character oth.”

The Tartar, screw corvette, Cupt. John M. Hayes, has arrived at Spite 
head from China, after having been nearly five years incommission. On 
passing the Royal residence at Osborne she saluted Her Majesty, and om 
anchoring at Spithead she exchanged salutes with the Victory, flagship of 
the Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Sir M. Seymour, K.C.B. The 
Sprightly, steam tender, proceeded to Spithead to disembark the naval 
invalids and the crew of the Racehorse, recently lost in the China Seas, 

Viscountess Templetown, the wife of Lieut.-Gen. Viscount Teme 
pletown, C.B., Commander of the Forces in the West of England, pre- 
sented new colours to the Ist Battalion of the 6th Regiment, stationed 
at Devonport. The presentation took place in the park. The regimental 
colour bears in the centre the figure of an antelope and the title of the 
regiment, the 6th Royal Ist Warwickshire, encircled by the rose, thistle, 
and shamrock, and surmounted by a crown. On the borders are the words 
“ Roleia, Corunna, Pyrenees, Orthes, Vimiera, Vittoria, Nivelle, Penin- 
sult, and Niapara.” “After being placed in charge of the two ensigns, 
Hebeller and Granville, their reception was acknowledged in warm terms 
by Lieut.-Col. Lowe, C.B. During the proceedings Viscount Temple- 
town, in addressing the men, stated that within the last hundred the 
Gth Regiment bad seen duty in all quarters of the globe. The oid colours 
were then borpe to the rear by Ensigns Crisp and Morton; they were 
presented to the regiment at Poonah by the wile of the Brigadier in 1883. 

Her Majeaty’s tourteen-gun floating battery Trusty, 1,539 tons and. 
150-horse power, which has encumbered the fitting basin at Woolwich 
during the past ten years, has been taken up to the“ breaking-up yard ™ 
at Charlton, to be disposed of for fre-wood. Her engines during that _ 
period have been in charge of a chief engineer and assistant constantly 
kept on the books of the Fisgard for that purpose. 

Captain Roderick Dew, C.B., an officer who highly distinguished 
himself in China (says the Army and Navy Gazette) wil, it is reported 
be shortly nominated to the command of the Bellerophon, It is, we 
believe, the intention of the Admiralty that this highly important ex= 
perimental ship shall be at sea before the close of the year.

SINGAPORE. 

Lord Srawusy asked the Secretary of State for India whether 
it was his intention to brink ina Bill, during the present Session, for the 
transfer of Singapore, Malacca, and Penang from the Indian to the 
Colonial Administration. — Sir C. Wood said he could not positively 
answer the question of the noble lord. It was quite certain that the 
Indian Government were willmg 10 meet the wishes of the Home 
Government. He bad written to the Colonial Goverument requesting 
them to state whether they were willing for the transter of these places 
but he had not yet got any repy.—[This is simply ollicial reticence.)

PRINCE KUNG. 

“Pamce Kune has been dismissed from all his functions. 
“ The Ministry for Foreign Affairs has been entrusted to Oven 
“ Stone and his colleagues.” Such are the contents of a tele- 
gram dated Peking, April 3, which was received in London on 
the 27th of the same month, by way of Siberia and St, Peters- 
burg. Our latest advices by the overland mail from the 
Chinese capital are only up to January 26. At that date we 
Jearn that Prince Kuno was despatched to perform the neccs- 
sary rites at the tomb of his cousin, and an uncle of the Ex- 
PEROR; but the Empress Dowager, who is chief Regent, 
demanded that his juvenile Masesty should proceed in propria 
persona, and perform the rites over the deceased, consequently, 
‘@ Mandarin was sent to prepare the way for him. It appears 
that this functionary’s office is to warn all the people on the 
route that the sacred person of his Celestial Masusry will pass 
that way, aud woe be to those whose profane eyes look upon 
him, they must bow their heads to the dust as the cortege 
passes. Moreover, should any object appear in the way ob- 
noxious to the sacred presence, to disturb his thoughts intent 
upon the shrine of his ancestors, it must be removed. 
It so happened that on the very roadside where the 
Exrenor would pass there is a French Roman Catholic 
chapel, surmounted by a cross. Now this emblem of 
Christianity is a thing obnoxious in the eyes of all followers of 
the “Tao-lee,” or whatever kind of religion Conructus or 
Konc-Foo-tsze enjoins upon Celestial Monarchs. Consequently 
he requested the padré who officiutes at this chapel to remove 
the cross during the time the Eureror would be engaged in 
the ceremony, The pricst referred the matter to the French 
Minister, at Peking, who decidedly objected to its removal, 
ordering that it should be left alone, but adding that the Chi- 
nese might remove it if they thought fit. Apparently this 
would have been a step that might bring the French bayonets 
once more to the gates of Peking. and it was let alone. Ac- 
cordingly, onthe passing of the Estreror and his train, the 
obnoxious emblem reared its crozier form in full glory, while the 
attendant priest stood at the door of the chapel to see the 
Procession pass. In his report to the Minister, stating that no 
one attempted to remove the cross, or otherwise insult their 
religion or himself, he adds that he caught a glimpse of tho 
juvenile Moxarca, describing him as a “nice-looking little 
fellow.” Those details, of what at first appeared as a trifling 
circumstance, we havo given as it is just possible it has 
some connection with the dismissal of Prince Kuna. It 
is well known that he has strong foreign sympathies, or 
if not that, such a conciliatory policy towards foreigners, 
probably from a dread of their warlike power, that on all 
occasions where he has been consulted to treat with their re- 
preseutatives his policy was to extend rather than contract 
their privileges in China, in religion as well as commerce. It 
was through his advocacy that his colleagues allowed the French 
to restore their Roman Catholic Propagation of the Faith to the 
same status that it enjoyed in the palmy days of the Emperor 
Kavo-nt, before they were drrven from the empire. As he was 
Minister for Forcign Affairs, this case of the cross in all like- 
lihood was submitted to him; and the threatening hint of the 
French Envoy, “that the Chinese might remove the cross if 
{ they thought fil,” discussed by him and his colleagues when

acting upon his foreign proclivities and caution, thought it best 
to let the cross alone. Of course this would be represented to 
the Express Dowager, who is a woman of most determined 
and even masculine mind, who may have considered it an in- 
sult to the State. She is not the mother of the youthful 
monarch, and never had any children, but his mother and 
herself are sole Regents, and possess all authority, even to 
dismiss Prince Kune, who it is a mistake to suppose was a 
Prince Regent. He only administered the foreign affairs. At 
the same time WEN-SEANG, the Prime Minister, had no control 
over him. This power of dismissal lay entirely in the hands of 
the two Empresses Dowager, which it would appear from the 
above telegram they have exercised, and deprived the best friend 
foreigners had at the Court of Peking of all hisfanctions. Be 
the cause what it may that has led to this, the removal of that 
Prince from his high post is a matter for the serious considera- 
tion of all foreign Powers who have representatives at Peking, 
Now that the Taiping war may be said to hgve ended, so far to 
the assistance of English and French forces were necessary ag 
quell the rebellion, no doubt the old feeling of antipathy to 
foreigners is revived, and the exclusive policy of the Govern- 
ment once more in the ascendant. It only wants just such a 
circumstance as we have related to fan this latent heat into a 
flame. The Western politician may smile at such a trifling 
event leading to serious consequences, but we know that those 
events that led to the coup d'etat in which this bold Empress 
Dowager played such a prominent part, were of a nature similar 
to this. In the accusations against Soosnun and the delinquent 
Ministers it was held asa heinous crime that the former had sat 
in the Emperor Hien Foxa's vacant throne, while be was dying 
at Zehol. Also, that other Ministers had moved about the Im- 
perial palace without due regard to the sacred apartments of the: 
Experor. In her eyes these were the most serious charges that 
led to their decapitation and strangulation. In like manner 
this affair of the cross may have been construed into an insult 
against Imperial Masesry, that in her opinion could only be 
wiped out by tho condign punishment of the French priest, 
and raziog the chapel and cross to the ground, or some equally 
prompt physical chastisement according to the Chinese bamboo 
code of laws. Such a course no doubt would be objected to by 
Prince Kuya, and hence his dismissal, with the transfer of his 
functions, as the telegram reports, to “OvEN SIONG 
and his colleagues.” For the information of those 
unacquainted with the jumble into which foreiguers have 
turned their alphabetic orthography of Chinese names, this 
is the French mode of spelling the name of the Prime Minister, 
which is written in English Wen-seane, This Minister is an 
able man, but one who cannot be trusted in dealing with ques- 
tions of foreign policy. He is strongly imbued with Chinese 
official tergiversation, as amusingly described by Capt. SHERARD 
Ospoan in his account of an interview between Mr. Lay and 
him, together with other members of the Cabinet, when dis- 
cussing tho Anglo-Chinese flect question. As the notes of that 
gallant officer give some description of the Prime Minister and 
his colleagues, it is interesting to quote an extract or two as 
showing what manner of men these are to whose tender mercies 
foreigners and foreign policy is now committed. 

“ Wen-szaa is an intelligent, energctic-looking man, with a 
“sinister cast in his eye, and a cruel mouth ; richlyclad, but with- 
“ out theslightest ostentation ; had dirty nails, aud was constantly 
“ using either a pipe or a snuff-bottle ; he looked a refined Yeh. 
“Stew made a reputation and a fortune by Europeans, and 
“now, Chinaman like, is devoting it in Peking to thwarting us, 
“and insulting all the Embassies. He has been introduced 
“to the Board as a ‘queller of barbarians.’ There is something 
“jin his manner which insults you and irritates you.” “ WEN- 
“geanG, the Prime Minister of China, made an admission of 
“avery remarkable character. Mr. Lay directly afterwards 
“repeated it, with the argument, ‘As you admit so and so, 
of course such and such is the case’ Wen slowly raised his 
“eyebrows and exclaimed, ‘Who said so?’ ‘Why you did, 
* your Excellency.’ ‘Oh no, I never said any such thing,’ is 
“the cool disavowal, and as he turns to his confreres his head 
“ig again enveloped in smoke. ‘No one said so,’ at once 
“asserts Sex. ‘Ob, of course not, how could any one have 
“thought of saying so? is the chorus of all the old story- 
“tellers together, and the wag of the Board makes some apt 
“quotation from the classics which gets up a laugh, and the 
“Board may bo said to retire amidst general ‘ hear, hears !""” We 
shall look forward with interest to the detailed accounts of 
Prince Kune’s dismissal, and the foreign policy of this group 
of worthies in the Ministry, 
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Since the foregoing was written a second telegram has ap- 
peared, announcing that “The Ministerial crisis in this city is 
at an end; Prince Kuxe resuming his official position as Prime 
Minister.” It is dated Peking, April 13—ten days later than 
the previous announcement—purporting to have come by direct 
overland telegraph from Point de Galle, and was despatched 
from thence at.4.55 p.m. on the Ist of May, arriving in London 
on the 7th—the quickest despatch yet attained by the new tele- 
graph route. How it reached that point of departure we are 
ata loss to understand. It could not have come by way of 
Shanghai, as the latest date from there is April 9, and from 
Canton April 15, allowing only two days from Peking, a dis- 
tance by road of not less than 1,500 miles, which the Chinese 
pony-express takes a fortnight and longer to accomplish, Under 
these circumstances we are of opinion that there is some mis- 
take, and that the telegram came via Siberia and St. Petersburg. 
Accepting its authenticity, and that of the important intelligence 
conveyed, it is most satisfactory, and we await with further 
Aiterest the details of this Ministerial crisis. 


SILK IN FRANCE. 

~ Tae silk trade is in great distress in France. It appears 
that there is a quarter of a million of people occupied in the 
irearing, spinning, and weaving of silk. that the failure of the 
worms is general, and that there is no hope of a supply from 
any part of the world but the Far East. The disease which 
has attacked the worms, and which is believed to be both con- 
tagious and hereditary in the insccts, is rapidly spreading to 
every district in France in which silk is produced, and has 
committed great ravages in Spain and Italy, and is said to 
have diminished the quantity of silk to one-half of the amount 
produced before the appearance of the disease. In 1853 the 
total was nearly sixty millions of pounds in weight ; in 1856 
it had fallen to about sixteen millions; and sinco that time 
it bas ranged between twenty and thirty millions. So great 
has been tho effect in the department of the Drome, that the 
produce of the worm farms has fallen from sixteen or eighteen 
millions of francs per annum to two or three millions, The 
subject has occupied the Government and the scicatific world 
for years, but no remedy scems to be found either'in the im- 
portation of the ordinary silkworm’s eggs or in the acclimatisa- 
tion of new specics of worms, such as those which feed on the 
oak and on the Japan varnish tree. 

‘The importation of the silkworm’s eggs has, during the last 
five years, been enormous. The value of the imports was 
£536,304 in 1860 ; about half that in each of the two follow- 
ing years; £429,796 in 1863; but only £176,724 last year. 
It does not appear why a supply so much demanded should 
have fallen off, but it is the rule in France that when anything 
presses urgently, individual exertion always gives way before 
Governmental action, and therefore we are not surprised to be 
told that the whole importation of eggs this year has been due 
to the Imperial Government, which sent out orders to its con- 
salar agents in Japan to purchase and send home a thousand 
cases of this precious sccd. This large import reached Mar- 
seilles in the cris on the first day of January, and the eggs 
were disposed of by auction through the agency of the Accli- 
matisation Society between Lyons and Montpelicr, Now 
comes a strango and unexplained part of the story. Specu- 
lation stepped in, and purchasers from Italy bought up nearly 
the whole of the imported seed, not only from merchants, but 
even out of the hands of silk farmers themselves, at a pre- 
mium of a few francs on the original price, so that the whole, 
or nearly the whole, of the benefit to be derived from the im- 
portation by the French Government of so large a quantity of 
seed is said to have fallen to the share of Italy. Why was 
this? Are the Italians so much superior in matters of busi- 
ness that they were thus able to svatch the meat while their 
Jess shrewd neighbours were satisfied with the shadow of a few 
francs in hand? Has the disease taken such deep root in 
France and rendered the silk farmers so hopeless that they do 
not care to try their fortune again, at any rate for the present ? 
or have‘they become so impoverished that the small premium 
was a temptation which they could not resist ? 

One thing is pretty certain, namely, that as French-produced. 
silk has fallen to one-half of the former amount, there must 
be a larger demand for the foreign material as soon as business 
shall have recovered itself from the effect of the American 
struggle and European crises, and this may be worthy of con- 
sideration, It has always been a sore point with the French 
that England should be the chicf dealer in such matters as 





= 
Cashmere shawls, and more especially raw silk. The writer of 
the commercial article in the Presse of last week says :—“ Why 
“is Lyons not the grand entrepot for the silk of Asia, and 
“ Paris that of the Cashmeres of Lahore? Is it not strange 
“that the raw material which Lyons requires for her work, 
“and the precious tissues of which Paris requires seven- 
“ eights, should, before reaching their destination, make a long 
“ stay in the London Docks?” The estimate of the proportion 
which Paris takes of Indian shawls and other Eastera pro- 
ductions is doubtless enormously exaggerated, but this docs not 
affect the value of the query, the answer to which must come 
from French merchants and capitalists, who will, perhaps, ex- 
plain how it is that when silkworm’s eggs are wanted, the rich 
Lyonese do not take care that the silk districts are supplied 
with them without the intervention of Government ; and, fur- 
ther, how it is that when the sced is placed in the hands that 
are said to be idle for want of it, it should be parted with for 
a few francs premium. Our duty is only to point out the facts 
as stated, and to leave poor speculation, who is believed to be 
such a mischief-maker in one way, to compensate by different 
conduct in another. In spite of all complaints, however, the 
silk trade in France presents a very respectable appearance 
still, The Douane has just issued the account of imports and 
exports for the first quarter of the present year, from which we 
find that the silk imports amounted to nearly three millions 
sterling, and the exports to more than that sum. 


CEYLON COFFEE IN THE LONDON MARKET. 

Tae reduction of the tea duty will naturally excite inquiry in 
Ceylon as to its probable effect on the consumption of coffee in 
the United Kingdom. Many of our tea dealers have expressed 
the opinion—without, as we conceive, due consideration, that 
cheaper tea will lessen the use of coffee. It will be found, 
however, that the greatest tea drinkers are also the greatest 
coffee drinkers, and so downwards, the sedative qualities of the 
leaf provoking an alternating appetite for the more exhilirating 
beverage from the berry. As the use of tea extends down- 
wards, displacing, to a certain extent, poisonous spirituous 
decoctions, it cannot but react in favour of coffee. Coucur- 
rently, indeed, with the low prices of tea during the past season, 
a decrease is exhibited in the home consumption of coffee as 
compared with the same period last year ; but this decrease has 
not been confined to coffee, tea has shared in it ; and on analys- 
ing tho character of this decline we find it to lie wholly with 
the better descriptions of Ceylon importations, and attributable 
to the comparatively high prices demanded by holders, the 
demand for other coffee, both colonial and forcign, having 
actually augmented. In the three months ending March 31st, 
the consumption of Ceylon coffee reached 5,230,508 Ibs., 
against 6,501,257 Ibs, in the same period last year, whilst the 
consumption of coffee from other countries advanced from 
2,052,600 Ibs. to 3,047,267 Ibs. The total decline in the home 
consumption in the seventeen weeks ending the 29th ult., as 
compared with the corresponding time in 1864, was 731 tons, 
whilst the decline in tea was 2,299,736 Ibs. The last month, 
however, showed a large improvement in our export trade, and 
this has gone far to diminish the late excess of stock as com- 
pared with last year. The domand that has sprung up in the 
United States, in addition to more continental and cvlonial 
exports, adds to the firmness of holders, induces lightness in 
public sales notwithstanding the high prices realised by the 
small parcels of Plantation and Native Ceylon brought forward, 
and compels those whose immediate wants must be met to give 
extreme value; this, too, despite heavy deliveries and the 
cargoes now nearing our port. Latterly expectations as to the 
extent of tho United States domand have been moderated, but 
there is no doubt requirements will be considerable. Last year 
the United States took from Rio only 11,082 bags more than 
in 1861. Whatever relief is thus given to our present stock, 
colonial and foreign, will have a marked effect on prices. This 
stock on the 29th April amounted to 8,955 tons against 8,282 
tons at the same time in 1864, an excess by no means large. 
Mr. Guapstone has credited our tea dealers with being able, 
when occasion serves, “to act as one man;” yet the taunt 
implied has little force in it, for with increased competition in 
production of colonial and foreign produce—a competition 
stimulated by London capital—it obviously becomes increas- 
ingly difficult to bolster up prices, What Ceylon cultivators most 
require is the power to obtain advances on more reasonable 
terms than those which existing monetary agencies are inclined 
to supply, together with certain modifications in the arrange- 
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ments attending the payment of interest and instalments 
by consignments, From indications now presenting them- 
selves, we are satisfied that this colony will not have long to 
wait for a material reduction in the ruling rates of interest, 
together with financial organisations, specially and peculiarly 
adapted to her wants. 


THE COLONIAL NAVAL DEFENCE ACT. 

‘Tue Act “to make better provision for the naval defence of 
the colonies” is another importaut step in that new system of 
administering the affairs of our dependencies, which began by 
endowing them with powers for self-government. Now, after 
having for some time past been warning them that they must 
in future contribute a proportion of the cost incurred for their 
protection against foreign foes or native disturbers, the Impe- 
rial Executive is pointing out the means, and conferring on 
them the capacity, for compelling fying squadrons and 
marauding privateers to respect their ports aud shores, even at 
the critical juncture, sure every now and then to occur, when 
no pennant of the Royal Navy is at hand to succour. The 
more distant the colony the more valuable will be the new 
ever-present protection coutemplated by the Act passed on the 
7th April of the present session, which is to be legally and 
Officially known as “The Colonial Naval Defence Act.” The 
preamble scts forth the expediency of enabling the several 
colonial possessions of Her Masesty to make better provision 
for naval defence, and for that end to provide and man vessels 
-of war, and to raise a volunteer force, which is to form part of 
the Royal Naval Reserve established in Britain under the Act 
of Parliament of 1859. To effect the object thus enunciated, 
the Legislative authority of any colony is empowered, with the 
approval of Her Magesty in Council, to make provision for 
maintaining a vessel or vessels of war ; for raising and main- 
taining seamen and others bound to serve in such vessel ; for 
raising and maintaining a body of voluntecrs bound to general 
service in the Royal Navy on emergency, and, if so directed by 
the Legislative authority, to serve in apy such vessel as before 
mentioned ; for appointing commissioned, warrant, and other 
officers to serve with any such men ashore or afloat, or for ob- 
taining from the Admiralty the servicea of officers and men of 
the Royal Navy ; for enforcing good order and discipline among 
those men and officers, and for subjecting them to all enact- 
ments and regulations in force for the discipline of the Royal 
Navy. All this is to be done at the expeuse of the colony ; 
-and that point is further ensured by a special clause providing 
that nothing done under the Act shall impose any charge on 
the revenues of the United Kingdom without express provi- 
sion made by Parliament for mecting that charge. Volunteers 
raised under this Act are to form part of the Royal Nuval 
Reserve, but to be subject exclusively to the provisions made 
by the Legislative authority of the colony. Her Masesty may 
authorise the Admiralty to issue to any officer of the Royal 
Navy voluntecring for the purpose a special commission for 
service under the Act ; and may also authorise the department 
to accept any offer made by the Governmont of a colony to 
place thcir vessel of war, with the men and officers, at the dis- 
posal of Her Masgsty ; and, when accepted, such vessel and 
men and officers are to all intents to be deemed a portion of 
the Royal Navy. So, also, the whole or any part of the volun- 
tcers referred to above may be placed at the disposal of Her 
Masesry for service in the navy; and the Admiralty may ap- 
point any officer of the rank of captain in the navy, or of a 
higher rank, to exercise any power conferred on the Admiralty 
under the Act. Finally, nothing in the Act is to take away 
or abridge any power vested in or exerciseable by the Legisla- 
turo or Government of any colony. : 

‘We have been thus particular in condensing the powers 
ereated by the Act, because we hold it certain that in any 
future war the whole of the Colonies will be prompt to avail 
themaclves of the security it will afford to their seabonrd and 
their intercolonial traffic. The Confederate cruisers have 
taught the world how great the mischief that may be inflicted 
by an active rover. Yet one gunboat armed with a single gun 
of the large calibre now brought into use would have a vast 
effect in enforcing caution on these predatory pests. Moreover, 
the capability of obtaining fromthe Admiralty the services of 
officers and men belonging to the navy for manning a vessel 
equipped by a colony is a wise and farsighted provision, since 
it will enable a small staff of both to be engaged, who will be 
constantly at hand to drill in the best fashion whatever num- 
bors the public spirit of the Legislature aud the population 








may rally to the service cither as volunteers or as part of the 
Royal Naval Reserve. ‘The success that has attended the creae 
tion of the last-named force in the mother-country will, we 
are confident, be renewed in her far-off dependencies, Men 
and officers of the commercial mariue, altogether employed in 
the interculonial trade, or identified with a particular colony 
by a long series of voyages out and home, will be proud to 
enrol themselves among the recognised defenders of the com- 
merce by which they have thriven, and of the flag that is en- 
deared to them by the glories of its history as well as from 
having been the ensign that bas waved over them through the 
successes and the perils of their own lives. The Volunteer 
Rifles of England soon had their counterparts in every spot in 
either hemisphere that acknowledged Queen Vicroria’s sway ; 
and the Royal Naval Reserve will, in like manner, soon have 
launched their vessels in every sea and river that brings com- 
merce aud fertility to her colonial empire.

COCHIN-CHINA. 

A Panis correspondent of the Indépendance Belge says that a senatus- 
consulte will shortly issue declaring Cochin-China @ French colony. In 
the first place, this announcement is rather vague in its terms, and, in the 
second, the journal in question is peculiarly fortunate in its discovery of 
mares’ nests. Its correspondents have, however, frequently put forth 
what looked very much like Ministerial feelers, and its statements have 
sometimes been erroneous only from their being prewaturely published. 

Admiral de la Grandiére fias been looking up documents relating to 
manners, customs, and literature of the Cambogians, the religion of 
Buddha, and other subjects, A mission sent to Houdon with that object 
succeeded in discovering a number of manuscripts written in Cambogian 
characters, and treating of the war with China, of marriage and the duties 
of husband and wife, of the precepts of Buddhism, of crimes and punish= 
ments, and also a number of trazic and comic plays. These documents 
were sent to the Minister of Marine, who has banded them over to the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres.

Le Langage, son Hisboire, ss Lois: Applications Utiles de ces 
Lois. Par le Comte D’Escayrac pe Lavurure. Paris: Librairie 
du Magasin Pittoresque. (Language, its History, its Laws: 
Useful Applications of those Laws. By Count D'Escayrac de 
Lauture.)—The origin and history of the languages of the earth 
belong to a class of subjects, more numerous than might be 
supposed, which experience has shown to possess a bewiidering 
fascivation for those that are once tempted to enter on their 
investigation, The vast mass of very curious information the 
inquirer is sure to accumulate, the singular coincidences and 
unexpected similarities that turn up, aud the excitement con- 
stant on the exp:ctation that the loag sought for clue has at 
last been discovered, exercise such a power over the mind 
that hardiy ever is the manwho starts ou this voyaye of discovery 
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contented to forego its prosecution so long a8 health and intellect 
are vigorous. The Count de Lauture admits that the subject has 
already occupied him several years, and all that he now professes 
‘to do is “to sum up the little that he has up to this time been 
able to comprehend, to mark a stage, and to formulate the 
principles that must guide him in his further researches.” The 
more important of these principles are as follows :—There 
exists between certain ideas and certain sounds, or certain 
modifications of one same sound, an affinity that determines 
the choice of first words and first forms, and that never ceases 
to affect the language by its influence. To be understood, the 
primitive language must havo been accompanied by gestures 
and intonatious, and have multiplied the sounds representative 
of one samo idea, Radical monosyllables may be the general 
types of certain classes of ideas, but there is nothing to prove 
that they were antecedent to longer words. In several lan- 
guages, at least, they may be looked on as a relatively modern 
conception of the grammarians. The fundamental or instinctive 
portion of a language is, with slight differences, due to diversity 
‘of race, climate, and circumstances common to all mankind. 
The subsequent, or consequent and conventional, portion of 
the language is more special to each people, Each people 
possesses a stock of its own, more or less considerable as to 
quantity. The author continues :— ; 
Tribes and peoples, in commingling. mingle their vocabulari: 
womatical forms, altering their aspect and their sense ; sometimes one 
idiom is almost entirely substituted for another. The m of the 
strongest, the most numerous, and above all of the most civilised people 
dominates in the medley ; but the grammatical processes will be adopted 
from the grammar that is most simpie, and will be the more simplified the 
more idioms and the more peoples go to form the medley. Civilisation 
resulis from commerce and the commingling of men: hybrid and allied 
languages, therefore, characterise civilised peoples; the groups of them 
that may be formed will be more natural and more extended as belonging 
‘to those fractions of the human race most developed ; every idiom, in short, 
is more simple and more analytical in proportion as its formation is more 
bybridanditsuse more diffused. Languige isa phenomenon of natural order, 
‘obeying simple laws, that govern the mind of man; different languages are 
merely the forms and phases of those laws ; ail allied in some common points, 
all separated by their peculiar features, mixed in variable proportions and 
without reference to any affinity of the races speaking them, their being 
grouped into families is convenient to the mind ; true in a very general 
sense, it absolutely ceases to be so when we penetrate into det or are 
ton clearly defining limits that nature has not laid down, In an 
exact and philosophic point of view. we are, therefore, not to regard 
languages as mothers, sisters, or daughters, the one of the other, but as 
allied, and more or less modified one by the other. The comparison and 
juxtaposition of idioma can furnish no conclusive proof of the parentage 
‘or birthplace of the people speaking them. The study of language shows 
how language is formed, and what laws it obeys ; it does not demonstrate 
that all mankind descended from a single pair, nor any more does it 
demonstrate the contrary. 


Count de Lauture is evidently satisfied to carry on his in- 
vestigations in the old-fashioned way, collecting an immense 
mass of facts before any theory is ventured upon. “A Dr. 
Schmidt deduced the whole Latin language from a single vowel. 
‘There is no foolery to which some specious support might not be 
afforded ; but criticism, always on the watch, ought to register 
facts only when they are constant, and to express itsclf only 
in general terms when the detail is inaccessible or not yet 
thoroughly investigated. This is particularly the cnse with 
etymologies—that is, with the relations that link our own vo- 
cabulary to more ancient ones. In a geucral acceptation, we 
must acknowledge that such relations exist ; in each particular 
case, on the contrary, our first inclination should be to doubt.” 
In this cautious spirit the author brings together the fruits 
of his travel aud his inquiries, The Chinese languoge, as might 
be conjectured, from his residence in that country and the 
time and labour he has in former works devoted to “The 
Flowery Land,” is contisually appealed to for illustration and 
comparison, A specimen morcover is given of a new mode of 
writing Chinese, which is applicable to all languages, and would 
form a universal handwriting easily intelligible by comparatively 
illiterate persons. There is also given a plate of a system of 
telography adapted to the Chinese language, which may be found 
perviceable some day when the wires stretch from Iudia still 
onwards to the Far East. Meanwhile those who take an 
interest in the subject of this thin quarto will be delighted with 
the immense quantity of facts so clearly aud ably placed at their 
service by the Count de Lauture, 



























Monetary aid Commercial. 
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The duty on tea has been reduced to 6d., which was to take 
effect on the Gth inst., but owing to remonstrances from the trade 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has agreed to defer it until the 
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anticipated, owing to the immense stocks. Shippers in China 
will do well to confine their purchases to the better qualities, 
not only to avoid loss, but to induce the Chinere to bestow 
more care in the manipulation of the leaf. It will be manifest 
that with the reduction of the duty the finer sorts will be 
more in demand than ever, and it is of the last importance that 
less of what is termed here by the trade as “rubbish” should 
be exported. The losses of the past two years should be suffi- 
cient. warning for all operators. 

The biddings for bills on India, which were offered to the 
usual extent of £300,000, took place at the Rank of England, 
but only £44.500 was taken, the proportions allotted being 
to Calcutta £32,500, and to Madras £12,000. The minimum 
price was as before—on Calcutta and Madras 1s. 11d. and 
on Bombay 1s. 114d. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 
the minimum will receive in full. On Bombay all the tenders 
were below the minimum. This result, which shows a further’ 
rapid diminution in the demand for means of remittance to 
the East, is understood to have been anticipated, but it ap- 
pears that, the India Council not requiring at present any 
additional funds, it was deemed unuecessary to lower the 
terms. 

The following is from the report of the directors of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, to 
be submitted at the annual meeting on the 16th of May :— 

After providing for all bad and doubtful debts, and defraying expense 
of management at all points, the net profit amounts to £126,082. Is. Id, 
to which has to be added a sum of £75,831. Ile. 2d. undi d profit 
brought forward fromthe preceding year, making a total ot £201,913. 
12s, 3d. Out of the above total £136,153. 53. has been paid in two 
half-yearly dividends, making together 20 per cent. on the paid: up capital 
of the bank. ‘The unappropriated balance of £65,760. 7s. Sd. is carried 
forward to the profit and loss account of the current year. ‘The last in- 
stalment of £12. 10s. per share, due 2nd of January last, upon the ten 
thousand new shares issued the Ist of December, 1863, has been paid. 
The Newera Ellia and Tuticorin agencies have been closed, the resalts 
not answering expectations, and for a similar reason the Mauritius branch 
will be closed at the end of the current year. 

Mr. George Palmer Robinson and Mr. Thomas Stenhouse having re~ 
signed their seats in the direction of the bank, the shareholders will have 
to elect two new directors, Mr. James Murray Robertson, one of the 
auditors, and Mr. Ellis James Gilman, of the firm of Mess. Ashton and 
Co., London, offer themselves as candidates for the vacant seats, and the 
court have much satisfaction in recommending them to the shareholders 
for election ; an adjourned general meeting will be held for the purpose. 

The shareholders will have to appoint auditors for the current year. 
Mr. James Joseph Mackenzie, late of the firm of Messrs. Dent and Co., 
China, having consented to act, the directors recommend him to you for 
appointment in conjunction with the present auditor, Mr. J. Smith, Mr. 
James Murray Robertson ing, in consequence of his being a candidate 
for one of the vacancies in the direction. 

At the meeting of the Asiatic Bank on the 4th inst. the 
report of the directors, which will be found in another column, 
recommending a dividend equal to 20 per cent. per annum, was 
agreed to, and a vote of thanks passed to the directors and 
officers of the bank. : 

A meeting of the creditors'of Messrs.James Marshall and Sons, 
cotton spinners, of Stockport, has been held at Manchester, when

‘Tza.—The Tea market the past month has undergone various changes ; 
during the first haifa firm tone prevailed, with strengthening prices, aided 
by considerable purchases on speculation; on 27th ult, a statement ap- 
peared in a leader of the Times of the likelihood of a reduction in the 
duty, which, on the evening of that day, was confirmed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer giving a further impetus to the market, with an advance 
on most classes of Black to the extent of Ujd. to 2d. per tb. Within 
the past few days a reaction has set in and a portion of the late advance 
has been lost in the few sales made ; but importers are firm, and, taking the 
position of the trade in all its bearings, there are good grounds for all 
medium to fine teas maintaining present if not advanced rates, as our 
supplies till next October will be much under our requirements, and 
mostly of low and undesirable kinds. ‘There has been no export demand 
for the Continent, but some parcels of good common to fair Oolong and 
a few Greens have been sent to New York; to Canada demand has 
ceased. The deliveries for the month are 10,100,000 Ibs., making— 
Home Consumption for London, from Ist January to 30th April, 1865, 
18,464,000 ; for 1864, 19,167,000; export from do., 1865, 8,500,000 ; for 
1864, 9,539,000; sent coastwise from do., 1865, 11,100,000; for

S1LK.—There is no improvement in the position or prospects of the 
Silk Trade. Reduced stocks and very small arrivals have led to a further 
rise in prices, but all else is unsatisfactory, and not the least so are the 
prospects for the coming seaton. It is too early to speak with confidence 
as to the probable result of the new crop in Europe, and it may be it will 
be less miserable than present feelings induce people to fear; but no one 
is sanguine enough to anticipate any material improvement upon last 
season.
